Frexeu playwrights are notoriously the best-in- the 
world. Scorcs as good plays ate borrowed, or adapted, or 
lifted from the French, aud as M, Sardou is consider 
the greatest living Freech playwright, he may fairly be 
rezarded as worthy of attention, 

He is now sixty-two, but in his young days, lie most 
other great men, be was considered a gad pickle by his 
relatives, and ali manner of disaster was cheerfally fore- 
told for him, At first he was made to study medicine, 
bat, happily for the French sick, he did not pursue his 
sindics far enough to entitle him to practise. 

For eome time he maintained himself by teaching— 
anything: he could: get: anybody . to take l-esons. 10, 
history, philosophy, matheratics, chemistry—the loss he 
knew absut it the better be was pleased and the more 
he was able to convince his. pupils of the profundity 
of his knowledge. He was paid at the mounificent 

. rate of one-and-eightpence an hour, and found little 
employment at that. He also tried to earn a pittance 
by gutter-journalixm and inundated the newspaper offices 
with tous of more or less unacceptable copy. 

When he was three-and-twenty, he first persuaded a 


and read it impartially, just as 
work, and proceed to correct and condense, Then I put 
it away again, and 60 on.”

5 in.; bis complexion is 
dack, and bis face clean-shaven ; he has a long ups 
lip like the Irishman of the cariceturist, and wears his 
hair annecessarily Jong. Some people say he is like 
Wagner, ‘and others like the first Napoleon, but to my 
thinking he is more like Mr. Henry Irving through the 
wrong end of a telescope. His dress is generally careless, 
both ill-fitting and badly- brushed, and be scems not to 
have the least care for his personal appearance, 

On my arrival I was taken into a moguificent library, 
filled with all sorts of artistic treasures, including a 
striking bust of the playwright himself. I had not to 
wait long before he came in ald, greeting me with what I 
thought unnecessary effusion, begun to tall about the

Generally, when one asks a literary man about his 
‘methods, he pretends he has none, and talks airily about 
inspirations and artietic gifta, but M. Sardou took & far 
more business-like tone and mde no difficntty whatever 
about letting me into the secreta of his craft. 

“You must abandon all idea,” he said, “of a good 
drama being made by inspiration in @ happy momont, or 
otted down in the course of a agin A good draina, 

ike everything elee, must be the result of endless hard 
work, Just look at one of my manuscripts. It wijl give 
ofbome idea of the pains I take with one of my Plays 
before L send-it to the manager.” 

‘M. Sardou took down from his library a rich!y-bound 
volume of the original manuscripts of some of his playa, 
and I am eure I em not exazgerating when I say that, on 
an average, there were over ten erasures end corrections 
to every line. Indeed, after a few minutes’ study, I was

“{ generally imagine asituation as strong and dramatic 
as possible, and then lead up to it, For instance, in my 
play, ‘ Haine’ (Hatred), Limagined a woman, who had 
given a blow with a knife to aor betrayer, afterwarde 
transformed into a Sister of Charity, and giving him. to 
drink, To turn tais into a play, ib was necessary to 
make my characters of comoaratively primitive natures, 
and I fount them, not in France, but in Italy, ia the 
middle ages. 

“ Then I gradualiy mapped out my plot all round the 
central incident, and, when I had mapped it out, [ 
proceeded to write it. In a cumical piece, a search for 
a different kind of events has to be made, but, as for the 
mechanism, it is the same kind of work, and depeads 
equally upon reasoning, 

« The plot of a piece, when I start upon it, is practically 
a mathematical equatioa, and if, in order to work it out, 
L do not follow absolutely the laws of algebra, Ido what 
is next beat, and proceed by jemmginig. the most probabie 
evonta. With my plot bofore me, 1 am abont in the 
position of a French examining magistrate, who, with 
certain facts before him, imagines the crima, fixes the 
day, the hour, the means employed, the motive, the idea- 
tity of the delinquent, etc. The only ditf-rence between 
us is that he departs from a real fact, whuly I depart from 
one created by the imugination,” 

“Phen where do your plots come from?” => 

“Brom all sorts of ptaxes. I always have writing 
materials by me, and jot down any idea that may serve to 
make a play, or that bas any bearing on s piece already 
sketched out. U may take notes iu a cairage on my way 
back from «# dinyer-party : 9 word, 4 gesture, a0 attitude, 
or auvthing that is likely to be useful.” 

M. Sardoa got up and opened a desk, where he showed 
me a great number of bundles and papers methodically 
arranged in various pigeon-boles. Each of these bore the 
name of a play; some of pieces which were merely 
sretohed out ; others whose outlines wore already finished, 
and others which were divided into acts.

Where an indifferent reader had passed by without 
sezing anything rearkable, the eye of the master has 
discovered a germ for a play ; the germ has been cut out 
wud put methodically into # andle, there to wait, How 
loug? That varies very much. Some bundies bave been 
there for twenty years and will probably never be 
at all The life of a man would nut be long enongh to 
finish them. It is by a chance of bis existence, his read- 
ing, or his emotions, that he is induced to take up @ par- 
ticular bundle, out of which a piece grows and do! 
and divides itself into acts, like a tree whose 
divides itself into branches. 

One of the reasons of Sardou’s success is that he has ja 
him all the making, not merely of a successful playwright, 
but of a suczeasful stage-maoager even of a success: 
ful actor, He is very clever in getting his own wey, 
even with the most cantankcrous sciress.. Task-d him 
bow: he ‘managed it, and. he aaid: “It is ‘because I 
know very well what I want aod I know how to indi- 
cate it,” 

He does not worry the actors with long criticiams, but 
simply comes forward and says : * This is how it should 
be spoken,” and proceeds to speak & phrase himaulf. It 
may easily be wondered how it was that, when in such 
difficulties as he was forty years ago, he never took to 
the stage. Had he done 809, I am sure he would have 
attained to considerable success, at any rate if allowed a 
free hand, His voice has a great variety of intonations, 
and is especially good in energetic or commanding 
accenta, ; 

‘Atter we bad been conversing for some time on the 
methods of actors, M. Sardou took ap my hat and said :
